Own Your Job 

By J. MAHLON BARNES. 

The men who own the industries of 
the nation own the jobs of the nation. 

Advertising circulars issued by the 
Army and Navy Departments tell you 
what mean, poor, miserable and 
abused creatures you workers are 
under capitalism. 

To get you to enlist, they offer you 
$4 a week and clothes and food and 
medicine and a doctor. They paint a 
glowing picture of a near Heaven in 
their service as compared to an actual 
Hell in private employment. As to the 
latter, they make out a clear case. 
You see they know and you should 
know, and then cast your ballot to own 
your job. 

The Capitalists know their - easy 
graft is due to owning your job. That 
is the reason they so bitterly fight 
socialism.. 

Public Health Bulletin No. 76, is- 
sued by the United States Treasury 
Department, March 1916, page 20, 
says: 

"Between 1900 and 1913, the 
average increase in the retail 
prices of foods was about 60 per 
cent. Durinjf the same period 



wage rates increased less than 30 
per cent." 

This relates to food only, taking no 
account of oil, coal and other necessi- 
ties. Kindly remember these figures 
were for a period before che world 
war began. Here arises a much 
mooted and knotty question. 

Meyer London, Socialist Congress- 
man, introduced a bill for "Social In- 
surance. 1 ' At a recent committee hear- 
ing some very wise and conservative 
men came to oppose it and seriously 
contended that increased wages had 
substantially kept pace with the in- 
creased cost of living ??? 

Again from Bulletin No. 76, page 
36 — "Unless a family of the average 
size has an annual income of $800 
($15 a week) or more, it cannot main- 
tain a healthful standard. For women 
wage workers $8.00 to $9.00 a week 
$442 a year) has been agreed upon." 

Same document, page 35: — "In the 
principal industries fully one-fourth 
of the adult male workers, who are 
heads of families, earned less than 
$400.00 a year, one-half earned less 
than $600.00 and four fifths earned 
leas than $800.00. Approximately one- 
fourth of the women workers 18 years 
of age and over employed in the prin- 
cipal industries, earned less than 



$200.00 a year and two-thirds earned 
less than $400.00." 

There you are, men of labor, — 
government figures say, one out of 
foar of you get less than half a liv- 
ing, one out of two get less than 
three-fourths of a decent living and 
I four out of five of you are below the 
life line of a "healthful standard." 

And to you, sister worker, they 
say; — one out of four of you get less 
than half a living, and two out of 
three of you are below the life line 
of a healthful standard." 

Such are the sorry facts, and makes 
for the worker one vital political is- 
sue, that is to own his job. 

The idlers do not count. The real 
nation is composed of those who work 
and yet exist below the life line. 

For perpetual peace, for freedom, 
for unending prosperity, for the very 
lives of the useful people the nation 
should own the industries and the 
worker his job. 

This can be accomplished in Wash- 
ington, D. C. by Socialist officials 
carrying out the will of the working 
class.

Campaign Opens To Keep 
leyer London In Congress 

The campaign for the re-election of 
Meyer London as Socialist represen- 
tative in the United States congress 
from the Twelfth New York District 
was opened in earnest with three 
school hall mass meetings at which 
the Socialist congressman made a re- 
port on his work in congress. Four- 
teen thousand invitations were sent 
out by Congressman London for these 
meetings. 

Alone in Congress, London was un- 
able to get the representatives of the 
capitalist parties to become seriously 
interested in the Socialist Party pro- 
gram, but he made them sit up and 
take notice of the great labor move- 
ment and he parted from them to 
meet them again in December with 
the greatest respect given the So- 
cialist and his ideals. 

Evil of Militarism. 

London declares the event of great- 
est importance in the last Congress 
was the adoption of an aggressive 
naval policy and the increase of the 
army, and he has warned the Social- 
ists of the nation and other radicals 
who oppose militarism to beprin work 
at once to educate the voters to the 
folly of great navies and armies. 

"It will require the most intelli- 
gent propaganda on the part of those 
who realize the dangers to check the 
move for a greater army and navy 
before it has overwhelmed the entire 
people and become a permanent 
policy. The advocates of a greater 
navy say we should have a navy 
second in size. The step from the 
second navy to a first is a short one. 
When they talk about a second they 
mean a first. 

"Patriotism and the talk of patriot- 
ism is the cheapest thing in the 
world. When Congress opened at least 
150 men, most of them Democrats 
and the rest of them Republicans 
from agricultural districts, looked on 
the preparedness campaign as an ar- 
tificially manufactured hysteria. They 
probably would have voted against an 
inordinate increase in the army and 
navy if the question had come up at 
the beginning of the session. 
President Intimidated. 

"As soon as the press had succeed- 
ed in intimidating the President — and 
I have a poll of the papers last May 
that shows that only 20 out of 2,000 
had the courage to protest against 
the military policy of the administra- 
tion at that time — the whole opposi- 
tion collapsed. The President was 
intimitated. The Democrats in the 
House, who had been pinning their 
hope for success on the President, 
followed suit, with the result that the 
people now will pay for the army and 
navy more than for the entire expense 
for the maintainance of the Federal 
government. 

"To use a military phrase, our 
business now is to use a flank attack 
on this movement, because a frontal 
attack is not possible. The Socialists 
should undertake an educational cam- 
paign that will explain the causes 
of wars, the growth and decay of na- 
tion's, the present commercial con- 
flict, the policy of colonial acquisition, 
the influence of tariff on war and the 
influence of war on tariffs. Just as 
Butler's History of Religions devel- 
oped religious tolerance, so we must 
create a literature that will bring na- 
tional tolerance. 

Socialists to Congress. 

"The next thing is to send to Con- 
gress a Socialist delegation sufficient- 
ly large to influence the course of 
events in the House. 

"A consistent campaign of pressure 
should oe undertaken to terminate the 
war on i-he basis of gradual disarma- 
ment, for no plan without disarma- 
ment will ever prevent war. Nations 
will disagree as men disagree. Two 
angry men will fight with revolvers 
if they have revolvers in their hands 
at the time of the quarrel." 

The "Communism of Pelf," as Pre- 
sident G rover Cleveland called the 
Republican capitalists and their legis- 
lators in Congress, went out when 
the Democrats came in, says London. 
In the place of the Plunderbund came 
representatives of the middle class. 
Democrats Bourgeois Party. 

"The Democratic party made an 
effort to legislate for the middle 
class," said London. "The warehouse 
bill, the grain grading bill and the 
good roads bill were all calculated 
for middle olass interests. There was 
not so much hostility of Democrats 
to labor as there was ignorance of 
labpr's progress. They believed the 
little things they accomplished for 
labor to be wonderful for the labor 
movement. They thought that when 
they declared in the Clayton act that 
labor is not a commodity they had 
contributed much toward labor's and 
the world's progress. 

"They don't understand labor and 
the policy of those in the labor 
movement who do not believe in So- 
cialism has been characterized by 
timidity. They try to get favors thru 
the back door instead of standing 
with clenched fists and demanding 
their rights as men." 

London said the eight-hour day law 
passed by Congress to avert the 
threatened general strike by the four 
transportation brotherhoods "is im- 
portant historically." 

The Eight-Hour Law. 

"It is not an eight-hour law be- 
cause it does not limit the houi's of 
work to eight," he said. "The men can 
be worked sixteen hours under this 
law, as they are today. But this is 
not entirely the fault of Congress. 
The demand, as it came from the 
brotherhoods, did not involve a pro- 
hibition on more than eight hours. 
It involved a change in the basis of 
pay which the leaders hope may bring 
about an eight-hour day. When the 
leaders yielded the punitive time and 
a half wage for overtime they yielded 
the greater part of the eight-hour 
demand. 

"The passage of the bill is a great 
1 thing for the labor movement for two 
reasons. First, it taught Congress a j 
lesson that there is a labor movement j 
which it does not understand. It cre- 
ated a new and big issue with which 
only Socialists can deal — the issue of 
government ownership of railroads 
and compulsory arbitration. 

"I demand a showdown before elec- 
tion whether or not the Democrats 
are for or against compulsory arbi-

N THE summer of 1913, the ice workers in Cincin- 
nati '.vf*nt on strike. For many days the city was 
without ice.

He assured 
the timid board that if necessary, every policeman :n 
the city would be sent to enforce the order. Until the 
strike was settled, the city of Cincinnati was vn ihe 
ice bu'.3ine«s. It proved that it could do the work effi- 
ciently. A private company had endangered the health 
of the rity. Is there any good reason why Cincinnati 
should not have served notice on the company that 
thereafter the city would handle its own ice — tiny r;ood 
reason why every city, every state, every nat*on should 
not on^ape in all lines of" business that effect the 
common life? 

The Socialist Party urges all working men and 
women to co first into the business of politics — to gain 
political power and to use that power to put them- 
selves into the business of producing their own food, 
clothing r,v\d shelter. It urges all women to win the 
baPo* that they may for their own protection go into 

politics In good earnest.

VOTERS make up political parties. Political par- 
ties elect governments. Governments make laws. Laws 
control life, and life for most of the people is labor. 

Today's law permits .one man to own a shoe factory 
which is operated by hundreds of workers, iust as the 
law of fifiy years ago permitted him to own an awl 
and a noedle which were used by himself. Now the 
man who owns a shoe factory owns all of the shoes 
made by his workers. He pays the workers, in the 
form of wages, a very small part of the value of the 
shoes they produce. The bulk of the product goes to 
him because he owns the factory. Of course, *he work- 
ers could wear more shoes than they do, but their 
wages will not buy them. Armies and navies must be 
supported to conquer and hold foreign markets, in 



which are sold a part of the goods that our home 
workers are too poor to buy. 

European governments, obedient to greedy capital- 
ists who want wider markets, have put most of the 
strong men of Europe into the business of killing. 
They have seized factories and railroads and what- 
ever else is. necessary to the business of killing. 

Governments controlled by the common people who 
want luller life, could put all able men and women 
into the business of producing the things that are 
necessary to abundant life for all. They could seize 
factories and railroads and whatever else might be 
necessary to the business of living.

WE MAY learn something of what is possible by 
examining a bakery which was run upon a co-operative 
nlan in Vienna before this wretched war be/^an. The 
building, which was owned by the workers in the 
bakery, was well lighted and ventilated and was kept 
clean anc wholesome. There were bathrooms, laundries 
and ?ead:'ng rooms for the use of the workers. Only 
the n\: ii improved machinery was in use there. After 
all n«ic*ss:iry expenses had been paid, the prjfits were 
divided r:mong the workers. There was no idle power 
who c-.lkrted from the workers most of the ptoduct of 
• heir to.'l. The workers were themselves the owners. 
They paid men for doing things — not for owning things. 
In such er enterprise each worker may be paid ac- 
cording to services rendered. Where there is no :dler 
to tobble up most of the product, there is a comfortable 
I:viug«lor all the useful workers. 

Do not forget the schools were once run for profits 

and only by private owners. Now the public is in the 

business of educating the young. You complain that 

your child cannot go to school — that he must rro to the 

factory. That is not because we have public &chools — 

it is because we have not public factories. Your poverty 

is f'ue, not to the fact that there is some measure of 

soeJalrsm in the school and the post-office but to the 

fact that there is no socialism in the mill and the 

■foe-lory. The school door stands open to receive your 

bov. The hand of want pushes him into the factory. 
* * * * 

PAY NO heed to those who claim that socialism 
would permit you to own nothing. The socialist pro- 
gram demands that each for himself shall have op- 
portunity to own a home, clothing, food and all that -s 
recessary for his personal happiness. It demands 
that the people together shall own mills, mines and 
factories — the sources of food, clothing and shelter. 
It has been well said — "Socialism holds that all should 
own some property — not that some should own all 
pronerty." 

The world for the people — this is the goal of social- 
ism. The ballot is the weapon with which we must win 
that 3oal.

Whether that amount 
represents his daily wage, or not, we 
cannot say, but Comrade Rufus 
Weeks gave ?50 to the "one day wage 
fund." 

Judging from the "one day wage 
fund" contribution, some comrades 
work for 25 cents a day. If they do, 
their contribution means more than 
a day's wage from a $5 a <i3y man, 
so we appreciate it just as much. 

The ."one day wage fund" idea is 
a popular one. Instead of giving the 
usual bazaar, a Chicago Catholic 
Church is levying on each member, 
a compulsory assessment of one 
day's wage. Must be the workers were 
not liberal enough purchasers of 
raffle tickets and dance numbers un- 
der the old scheme of extortion. 

A Comrade from Columbus Uni- 
versity writes: — "I have never voted, 
except for a socialist, because I 
never voted at all until I saw the big 
issue in politics. I could get up no 
enthusiasm as to whether to vote for 
Tweedledum or Tweedledee." His 
enthusiasm to break the heads of both 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee is evi- 
denced by a generous contribution. 
That is the secret of socialist success 
— socialists are enthusiastic about 
socialism. Otherwise they are not 
socialists. What is the measure of 
your enthusiasm? 

South Slavic Socialist Organization 
No. 30, Breezy Hill (Mulberry), 
Kans., sends in seven contributions 
averaging $3.43 a piece, a total of 
$25, all returned on two punch cards. 

The young folks help, too. The 
Syracuse, N. Y., Y. P. S. L., turned 
in a bunch of 25 and 50 cent gifts. 
Not large gifts, but they count up 
when everybody pays. 

Every concession has a come-back. 
Congress passed the 8-hour law for 
railroad employes. Now the roads 
demand a rate increase so they can 
make the 'workers "pay the cashier". 
It was ever thus — and always will be 
until the people control congress the 
year around instead of for a little 
while before election. 

"I'll not vote for any bill with a 
pistol at my head," bawled a con- 
gressman when the 8-hour law was 
being debated. What a government! 
Some day congress will legislate for 
the people without the necessity of 
"pointing a pistol at their heads." 

Socialists know what they are vot- 
ing for. Most of their opponents do 
not. There is a lot of encouragement 
in that. 

Mr. Wage Worker, are you $410 
richer than you were two years ago? 
And is your family, if you have a wife 
and three children, $2,050 better off 
than in 1914? No? Then there must 
be something wrong, for the na- 
tional wealth, we are told in Dem- 
ocratic campaign advertisements, has 
increased $410 per capita in the 
short space of two years. Yes, some- 
thing is wrong! Just another proof 
that our recent prosperity is top- 
heavy. If every voter did something 
with his head besides taking it to 
the barber's every so often, the Dem- 
ocrats would get about one per cent 
of the votes in November — the votes 
of the capitalists whom they let gob 
onto the $410 per capita wealth in- 
crease.

tration. The Republicans have made 
no definite stand, but they appear to 
favor it. To compel men to sit quietly 
while there is an investigation and 
the employers are gathering strike- 
breakers is the same as compulsory 
arbitration, and that appears to be 
what Hughes wants. 

"Another important thing is that, 
while this is not an eight-hour law, 
thousands of Democratic and Re- 
publican politicians are taking pride 
in giving an eight-hour day to labor. 
This is paving the way for recogni- 
tion of eight hours as the standard 



day and the recognition of the power 
of Congress to legislate in the matter 
of hours of work. 

Value of Eight-Hour Law. 
"Another important feature is the 
lesson for the conservative brethren 
in the labor movement. For these, 
the most conservative of the conser- 
vative unions to proclaim the enact- 
ment of the law is a great victory for 
the brotherhoods. It is a victory, but 
not as full as they wanted and not 
as full as they are entitled to. The 
average bourgeois, if he understood 
the situation, would say the brother- 



hoods made a sacrifice when they ac- 
cepted the law for settlement." 

London said that, while he was 
dissatisfied with the child labor law, 
it showed that Congress can act when 
it wants to. 

"The child labor law leaves out of 
consideration children employed in 
agriculture, and also fails to protect 
more than 60 per cent of the children 
employed now. The majority of 
States In which child labor is preval- 
ent fail to maintain vital statistics, 
which opens the gateway for evasions 
of the law."

III Records Broken 

SO FAR, in spite of all handicaps, 
and in spite of the fact that we 
were over a month and a half 
late in starting we have organized 
and are conducting the greatest cam- 
paign the Socialist Party has ever 
Bad.

Big Debs Demonstration 

By MAYNARD SHIPLEY. 

At a recent meeting of the cam- 
paign committee of the Fifth Indiana 
Congressional District, plana for a 
big Socialist (or Debs) demonstra- 
tion parade in Terre Haute were pre- 
sented and discussed. It was decided 
to hold the parade on Saturday, Nov. 
4. and a committee is to be selected 
that will prepare a definite plan for 
carrying out the project. It is ex- 
pected that this will be the greatest 
political demonstration ever held in 
Indiana. 

Unionists, farmers, women, child- 
ren, and all persons interested in the 
election of Eugene V. Debs to Con- 
gress, will be invited to march in the 
big parade. 

The suggestion was favorably re- 
ceived that there be two parades on 
the date named. — the last Saturday 
before election day, — namely, one in 
the afternoon for farmers, out-of- 
town visitors, and women and 
children, and another at night com- 
posed mainly of unionists, tho all So- 
cialists and sympathizers will be 
welcomed. A pyrotechnic display will 
probably be a feature of the night 
parade, with band music. Hay-wagon 
and automobile parades will be 
formed. Owing to the fact that the 
Socialist Party is the first in the 
world to demand Woman's suffrage 
in its platform, the suffragettes will 
be invited to join in the demonstra- 
tion. There will also be a children's 
division. 

After being ignored by the local 
labor journal in Terre Haute during 
a period of about 17 years, Labor 
Day finds Debs "Played up" to the 
extent of two full pages, one contain- 
ing his photograph and an article by 
'Gene, and the other a Labor Day 
Salutation by him. If a man lives long 
enough and he's the right kind of a 
man, he may become a prophet in 
his own country. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
unionists of Terre Haute love and 
trust Debs iust as everybody else 
in his home town does, . and be he 
democrat or republican in national 
affairs, every union man down deep 
in his heart would like to see Debs 
go to Congress. So when the "Terre 
Haute Union*' gives two pages of its 
Labor Day edition to the old warrior, 
it means that "Debs came back", and 
has come back to stay first in the 
hearts and minds of his townsmen.

The man could have been 
of some use to society, but who can 
regret the downfall of a capitalistic 
cannibal ?

THAT Labor Day stunt that was 
uerformed by several hundred strike- 
breakers from Chicago, St. Louis and 
other places on a New York Central 
train pulling into Cleveland, in which 
one was killed and several others 
badly wounded, was not altogether 
unwelcome. The only regrettable 
feature about the affair was that the 
thugs were not permitted to continue 
their amusement of shooting and 
blackjacking each other, and that 
those eminently moral gentlemen who 
employed the bands of criminals to 
take the jobs of honest men were 
not in the midst of the melee to get 
what was rightfully coming to them.

A RECORD that deserves more 
than passing notice has been made at 
Menominee, Mich., and Marinetta, 
Wis., twin cities, by Henry Ohl, jr., 
deputy organizer for the Wisconsin 
State Federation of Labor. Establish- 
ment of 20 new unions and the return 
of 1,000 strikers to various industries 
at an increased wage scale tells the 
story of the success of Ohl in four 
months' time. He is easily a leader 
among the men who do things right.

Pittsburgh Awakening 

An intelligent insight into the labor 
problem seems to bo dawning even in 
the minds of Pittsburgh social work- 
ers. This is found in a report just is- 
sued by the Pittsburgh Christian So- 
cial Service Union on the so-called 
"Strip", a narrow section of the city 
"overflowing with humanity". 

Under "Hours" it is admitted that 
"in general, organized crafts are 
working 8 and 9 hours, and unorgan- 
ized workers 9, 9Yi and 10 hours". 

Under "Poverty and Dependency", 
J. Byron Deacon, of the Pittsburgh 
Associated Charities, says that: 

"Hospitals can and do cure disease 
in individuals; but hospitals cannot 
stamp out disease. Charity can and 
does cure dependence and other forms 
of social disease in indiwidual cases, 
but it cannot stamp out poveity — and 
the sooner the public comes to realize 
it the better for all concerned. Behind 
the problem presented by the indivi- 
dual lies the social problem. The 
individual problem of the man who 
drinks drives us back to the social 
problem of the saloon. The problem 
of the lad who leaves school 
as soon as he is of working age 
to enter the ranks of unskilled 
labor, forces' us to an appraise- 
ment of thd practical utility of our 
system of public education; the plight 
of the boy or girl betrayed by the in- 
nocent natured desire for pleasure, 
brings us face to face with the fact 
that most of the recreatidnai facili- 
ties of our cities and towns provided 
exist solely for commercial gain. The 
mother stricken with tuberculosis 
directs our attention to the dark, un- 
sanitary tenement home — often the 
only kind of habitation available to 
the very poor. The paltry wage which 
makes the cost of maintaining the 
lowest standard of living compatible 
with decency and comfort a little 
more than the laborer can provide, 
opens the question of what constitutes 
a just division of the proceeds of 
labor." 

We are glad to note that even in 
Pittsburgh the question of what con- 
stitutes a just division of the proceeds 
of labor has finally been opened. 
Pittsburgh capitalism has usually con- 
sidered that a closed question. Soon 
Pittsburgh will learn that the pro- 
ceeds of labor should not be divided 
up; that all the products of the work- 
ing class should be kept by the work- 
ing class. Then the greater share of 
the products of labor will not be 
turned over to a parasitic owning 
class. Then Pittsburgh will cease pro- 
ducing its Harry Thaws, and it will 
nossess a virile, intelligent, charity- 
less working class.

Yipsels! Be On Your Guard! 

Such attempts have been made in 
several localities. All Yipsels are 
warned to be on their guard, and to 
keep a sharp look-out for any at- 
tempts to introduce this system into 
their local schools. The first step in 
the opposition to such a plan is to 
arouse resentment among the schol- 
ars. This can best be done by per- 
sonal work and by the distribution 
of literature. Convince your fellow 
pupils that the introduction of the 
often harmless looking "drill" is but 
a step toward the militarization and 
complete subversion of our liberties. 

The standing army of this country 
was supposed, before the adoption of 
the recent increase, to consist of a 
hundred thousand men. In spite of all 
attempts, and in the face of the best 
efforts of lying advertising men, it 
was impossible to drag anything like 
this number of men into the service. 
Then, in the draft of the Hay-Cham- 
berlain r*rmy bill as it first, passed 
the House, this number was increased 
to add forty thousand more. Not 
content with this, the Senate raised 
the total to a quarter of a million. 
Now you know, and Congress knows, 
that if you cannot beguile even a 
hundred thousand Dubbs voluntarily 
into the service you cannot possibly 
get a quarter of a million there. The 
powers-that-be never intended to 
raise that number of men on a free 
voluntary system. 

Here Is The Fight. 

Conscription was what they were 
after, and conscription is what they 
are going to get unless the workers 
wake up pretty fast. Added proof of 
this is offered when we consider that 
the nlans of the Army Board called 
not for 250,000 but for a million men, 
one half of which were to be regulars 
and the other half in the Continental' 
Reserve. The former Secretary of 
War, Mr. Garrison, tried to put over 
only one-half of this program, but it 
was so raw and so much against the 
ideals of the American people that 
his retirement followed soon after the 
publication of his plan. The Amer- 
ican people, at least that part of the 
people that works for a living, does 
not want conscription and does not 
want militarism. 

But the masters are crafty. Fail- 
ing on the one field, they seek an- 
other to make their plan go. Their 
next point of attack is the public 
school system. They realize that the 
psychology of the present American 
is not such as to make him a very 
fertile prospect for a conscript 
"leather-neck". So not having the 
right kind of Dubbs among the old 
folks, they are trying to raise them 
among the young. Military training 
in the pubile schools is nothing but 
the scheme of the masters to beat the 
independence and the manhood out of 
our boys, it is the scheme of the 
munitions profiteers to turn Young 
America into docile submissive spine- 
less cannon fodder — lumps of slightly 
animated clay whose philosophy of 
life is the drill sergeant's command, 
who are satisfied to be used to beat
